No. LA109-171/52-I — In exercise of the powers conferred 
by section 12 of the Himachal Pradesh Legislative Assembly 
Salaries and Allowances Act, 1952 the Government ot 
Himachal Pradesh is pleased to make the following rules : — 


(b) in the case of constituency consisting of parts of 
more than one District it shall mean the 
headquarters of any of such Districts. 

“ Explanation 2, — Members* whose headquarters of 
constituency or usual place of residence fall within a 
radius ot 5 miles from the place of meeting of the 
Assembly or any other meeting authorised by tjie 
Assembly will not be entitled to any mileage or daily 
allowance 


(i) These rules may be called Himachal Pradesh 
Legislative Assembly Salaries and Allowances 
Rules, 1953, 

(ii) They shall come into force with effect from the 
’ 24th March 1952. 

2. Ip these rules, unless there is anything repugnant in 
the subject or context, — 

(a) “Act 71 means Himachal Pradesh Legislative 
Assembly (Salaries and Allowances) Act, 1952. 

(b) “Day” means a calendar day beginning and 
ending at midnight. 


4. (1) For intermediate absence, for less than Id days 
during the course of a session or before the completion of 
the business, a member will be entitled to draw (a) if h&- 
remains at the place, with the permission of Speaker, 
where the Assembly meets or other business transacted, 
daily allowance for that period at Rs. 15 per day and 
(b) if he leaves the station he will be entitled to ; — 

A single first class fare from the place wher^ the 
Assembly meets to the Headquarter of his consti- 
tuency or place of his residence and back. 


(2) For absence of the duration of more than 10 days no 
allowance of any kind will be admissible. 


(c) The words and expressions used in the Act and 
not defined in these rules shall have the meanings 
assigned to them in the Act. 

3. A member of the Legislative Assembly who is re- 
quired to leave his usual place of residence, for the purpose 
of attending a meeting of the Assembly or transacting 
other business connected with his duties as a member, 
may draw, 

(i) If the usual place of residence of a member is 
outside the station, he will be entitled to draw 
travelling allowance to and' from the place at 
which the Assembly meets or other business is 
transacted from and to the headquarters of his 
constituency or from and to his usual place of 
residence, whichever is less. 

(ii) The allowances are admissible to a member who 
leaves his usual place of residence for the purpose 
of attending a meeting of the Legislative Assembly 
or of transacting other business connected with 
any sub-committee of the Assembly or meeting 
authorised by the Assembly. 

(iii) Resignation from members shall be deemed to 
involve a loss of right of travelling allowance for 
the journey to the place of his residence if the 
journey was performed after resignation took 
place, 

“ Note . — “ Usual place of residence 71 means the place 
where a member generally resides for at least six months 
in the year. If the usual plate of residence of a member 
is outside Himachal Pradesh the travelling allowance will 
be calculated as from and to the headquarters of the 
constituency from which he is elected or the usual place of 
residence whichever is less. 

“ Explanation 1.— “ Headquarters of a Constituency 77 shall 
be interpreted as under — 

(a) in the case of constituency comprising a part of 
district it shall mean the place by Which the 
constituency is known ;

“Note .— The nature of journeys to be treated as “ on 
duty” in the case of a Speaker is detailed below : — 

(a) A journey from or to his home in case he is resid- 
ing elsewhere than the headquarters of the 
Assembly to preside over the Assembly. 

(b) A journey to attend a conference of Speakers of 
Assemblies in India. 

(c) A visit to venue of some other Assembly, Council 
or Legislature within India to study its procedure 
etc. 

<d) Journey to attend official functions to which he 
has been invited by Government. 

<e) Such other journeys of the same nature as might 
be certified by Government to have been per- 
formed in the discharge of duty. 

11. The Speaker when he undertakes a journey by road 
or steamer on duty shall be entitled to receive his actual 
travelling expenses. 

See Note below rule 10 above. 

12. The Deputy Speaker will be entitled to draw his 
actual travelling expenses for the journey from and to the 
place at which the Assembly meets or other business is 
transacted to and from the headquarter of his constituency 
or his place of residence during short intervals lasting for 
less than 10 days during the course of a session or before 
the completion of the business,
